LEA, ASSOCIATES 
FACE TRIAL TODAY 
IN BANK FAILURES 


Special Term of Court To 

Open at Asheville This 
Morning To Hear Evi- 
dence. 


ASHEVILLE, N. C., April 26.— 
#/)—A special term of Buncombe 
county superior court will convene 
here tomorrow morning for the trial 
of 27 men, many of them prominent 
in this community and three well- 
known Tennesseans, who have been 
indicted in connection with the fail-| 
ure of banks in this vicinity last fall. 

Besides the 24 former public offi- 
cials and former bankers of this city 
and county facing charges. Colonel 
luke J.ea, Tennessee publisher and 
political leader; Luke Lea, Jr., and 
f. P. Charlet. of Nashivlle, an em- 
ploye of Colonel Lea’s. are under bond 
to appear for trial. It is not expect- 
ed, however, that their cases will be 
reached for several days. 

The first ease on the docket pre- 
pared by Solicitor Zeb V. Nettles is. 
against Wallace B, Davis, who was 
president of the Central Bank & Trust 
Co. when it closed last November 20, 
with more than $4,000,000 of public 
funds on deposit. Numerous _indict- 
ments have been returned Against 
Davis, but he is scheduled to be tried 
first on a charge of making incor- 
rect reports of the bank’s condition 
to the state banking department. 

Davis is a co-defendant with the 
Leas and Charlet in one case alleg- 
ing they defrauded the Central Bank 
& Trust Co. out of $880,000 by means 
of “kited” checks, fraudulent certifi- 
cates of deposit issued without value 
received, and other means. 

These four and J. Charles Brad- 
ford, former cashier of the bank, also 
are under indictment on a charge of 
conspiracy to defraud the institution 
out of more than £1,000,000 by va- 
rious methods, 

Colonel Lea, in statements issued a 
Nashville, has declared he will 
able to establish the innocence of him- 
self, his son and Charet when the case 
comes to trial. He is under $10,- 
000 bond, while young Lea and Char- 
let are under $5,000 each. 

wenty-eight men were indicted by 
the Buncombe county grand jury, 
which launched an investigation after 
the closing of the Central Bank & 
frust Co. and other banks in and 
near Asheville had _ precipitated a 
erisis in the financial affairs of both 
the city and county. One of them. 
Gallatin Roberts, who was forced to 
resign aS mayor by popular clamor. 
committed suicide after he was in- 
dieted. | 

Roberts and many other officials 
of the city and county were indicted 
on charges of perverting ‘the use of 
public funds to aid a private insti- 
tution. In all, more than $8.000.000 
of city. county and school board funds 
were tied up in the various banks that 
went under after the Central Bank & 
Trust Co. closed. Total deposits in 
Si defunct banks exceeded $20,000,- 


_ Other charges voted against those 
indicted included, in some instances, 
embezzlement of funds and sundry 
violations of the state banking laws. 
Several of those named by the county 
grand jury also were indicted by a 
United States grand jury on charges 
of violating the national banking laws, 
and other counts. 

Judge M. V. Barnhill, of Rocky 
Mount, was designated by Governor 
Gardner to preside at the special term 
of court, which was called for a six- 
week period. Judge Barnhill presid- 
ed at the murder trial of a group of 
alleged communists in Charlotte about 
a year and a half ago.

Two-Day Session Will Be 
Held;

Resuming its inquiry into. state 
government reorganization, the special 
house legislative committee will meet 
here today for a two-day session with 
Governor-elect Richard B. Russell, 
Jr., scheduled to make known his 
ideas Tuesday. 

It is to be the first meeting of the 

full committee, Representative Ed- 
wards, of Lowndes county. having 
been unable to attend the first ses- 
sion two weeks ago. 
The committee, created by the re- 
cent extra session of the general as- 
sembly, has broad powers. It consists 
of Hugh Peterson, of Montgomery 
county, senator-elect, as chairman; 
Representatives Huddleston, Edwards, 
Crowe and Colson, of Glynn county. 
It is said that the governor-elect, 
in his “tatement to the committee 
Tuesday, which also is expected to be# 
heard by all state officers, will recom- 
mend a reduction in the number of 
state departments, boards and bu- 
redus as well as a curtailment of ex- 
penditures. 

Mr. Russell said that he has had 
the state auditor prepare special re- 
ports for him on state departments 
and has bee. studying them. He also 
has investigated administr..tive  poli- 
cies and codes in other states for the 
sake of comparison. 

He has not made known his rec- 
ommendations, except that they will 
be along the lines advocated during 
his campaign for the governorship. 
He has made it plain that he has not 
change his mind regarding the ne- 
cessity of reducing departments and 
bureaus. He has said that a half mil-

NEW YORK, April 
Drastic revision of the laws of mar- 
riage and divorce of the Protestant 
Episcopal church will be proposed at 
the next general convention: of the 
church at Denver, Col., September 16: 

A proposed new canon “of matri- 
mony” to be submitted by the joint 
commission appointed at the last gen- 
eral convention to study the matter 
recommends :

National Advisory Com- 
mittee Lauds State for 
Reducing Percentage 
From 15.3 to 9.4, 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—Geor- 
gia is given the highest praise pos- 


tee on illiteracy, organized by Sec- 
retary of the Interior Wilbur in the 
fall of 1929, with the approval «' 
President Hoover. This shows that in 
teaching 118,102 persons more than 
10 years of age to read and write, 
Georgia has made greater progress 
than any one of the twenty states for 
which census returns are now avail- 
able. It has reduced its illiteracy. 
both in numbers and in percentage, 
more than any of these states. 

The official statement says in part: 

“There is no doubt that her sister 
states extend hearty congratulations 

ia Hfor this amazing achieve- 
to. Geo t sa 
rsons abowe 10 years of age unable 
to aad and write, which represented 
15.3 per cent of Georgia’s population 
within that age group. A _ vigorous 
campaign in a fight led by M, L. Dug- 
gai, state superintendent of schvels, 
has shrunk the number of illiterates 
to 210,736, until now tut 9.4 per cent 
of the population above 10 years can 
not read and write. In other words, 
the actual percentage decline is 5.9, 
which represents approximately 40 per 
cent reduction for the period. 

“Georgia can thank her leaders who 
have organized definitely to make 
every adult literate. Through the gen- 
erosity of the Juliu, Rosenwald Fund, 
whic contributed one dollar. for every 
two dollars raised within the state, a 
live campaign was launched prior to 
the taking of the 1930 census. When 
Secretary Wilbur organized the n> 
tional advisory committee on illiter- 
acy, he appointed Dr. M. L. Brittain, 
president of the Georgia School of 
Technology, to assist in the nation- 
movement. Businessmen. and public- 
spirited citizens in every walk of life 
have arisen in enthusiastic co-opera- 
tion. 
“Through the support of Superin- 
tendent Duggan, who threw himseif 
into the Georgia campaign as few 
state superintendents have, a dynam¢ 
committee has been organized and its 
remarkable achievements — have at- 
tracted nation-wide attention. In ad- 
dition to Mr. Duggan, who is secr- 
tary, other members are: L. G. Hard- 
man, Casor.

National Discontent Cited 
As Reason for Demo- 
cratic Hope; Calls Tar- 
iff Huge Blunder. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 26.— 
(?)—Jouett Shouse, chairman of the 


democratic national executive commit- 
tee, tonight said the economic prob- 
lems of the nation would be the chief 
issues of political battle in the next 
presidential campaign. Shouse spoke 
at a dinner in honor of the memory 
of Thomas Jefferson under the aus 
pices of the demacratic state commit- 


tee. , 

Although Shouse said he hoped the 
democrati: party would have the 
courage to face the prohibition issue 
“without equivocation and to make a 
definite pronouncement of its stand 
on its platform for 1932,” he would 
not have it become the dominating 
point of political debate. 

“I would not have prohibition over- 
shadow the other matters of tremen- 
dous importance that confront the 
American people,” he said. “Inu my 
opinion, the economic problems, in- 
volving unemployment, embracing re- 
form of the glaring iniquities of the 
tariff, the water power complications 
anil other phases, constitute the out- 
standing issues of the coming cam- 
paign. 4 uf 

“The party in power has, failed 
miserably in its handling of these 
things. It is the responsibility of the 
democratic party to show its ability 
to cope with the difficulties.” 

Shouse said’ he was not wedded to 
any particular plan fer solution of 
the prohibition problem but favored

Somewhere out of the rummage

The dome of St. Peter's church in 
Rome, the despair of architects and 
builders for hundreds of years, has de- 
veloped a new large crack, dispatches 
tell us. This makes the eighth fis- 
sure to make its appearance and 
grave fears are entertained for the 
safety of the h cupola on the roof 


and the entire church, the third larg- 


est in Christendom. 

general is the apprehension in 
the Eternal City that a considerable 
decline in the number of pilgrims and 
tourists entering the church has been 
noticeable of late. The pope himself 
is so deeply concerned over the lat« 
est threat to St. Peter's that in spite 
of his age and indifferent health, he 
has recently on two different occa- 
sions made the difficult climb of 300 
feet from the roof of the church to 
the top of the dome. In the company 


of a group of experts the pontiff has} 


convinced himself that no immediate 
danger exists of a collapse of Michel 
Angelo’s masterpiece. 

Yet scientists point out that the vio- 
lent series of eruptions of Mount 
Etna, with constant tremors and rum- 
blings under the entire Italian lit- 
oral, cannot improve the conditions 
of St. Peter’s church, and that sooner 
or later energetic steps. must be taken 
to safeguard the greatest ecclesiastical 
treasure in Christendom. A constant 
watch is therefore being kept around 
the new crack and the slightest ex- 
tent of its width or length is at once 
carefully examined and reported to 
the pope. 

A final examination will be made 
shortly in the presence of a specially 
selected gathering of international ar- 
chitects and savants, and the pepe 
himself. A decision will then be 
made as to what steps are necessary 
to prevent the spread of the ominous 
fissures that have been appearing for 
the Past 400 years, and that started 
within a few years after the death of 
the original designer, Michel Angelo. 

In addition to earth tremors, al- 
ways the greatest danger to St. Pe- 
ter’s, there are several natural springs 
in the neighborhood of the Roman ba- 
silica. ‘These subterranean streams 
are the most sinister enemies of the 
architects and preservers of the great 
structure, Hardly have they been 
dried ‘up by artificial means when 
they appear elsewhere. The system 
of drying up the natural springs will 
have to be abandoned in the general 
expert estimation and means must be 
found to locate their main source. 
When the parent stream is finally 
discovered, it will be led into a chan- 
nel and directed to the Tiber river. 
Its rise and fall and other peculiari- 
ties will then be controllable. 

It has recently developed that Mi- 
chelangelo foresaw something of the 
trouble that his greatest work would 
offer to future architects. His plans 
were for a higher dome, and in a 


manuscript written shortly before his | 


death, he warned that any deviation 
from his designs in the ultimate com- 
pletion of the dome, would inevitably 
bring disaster. 

Michelangelo lived to see only the 
beginning of the building of the cu- 
pola. It was completed nine years 
after his death,: but upon a different 
plan that he had conceived. Subse- 
quent architects disregarded the mas- 
ter’s solemn warnings and proceeded 
to erect the dome in their own style. 
_It. looks as if Michelangelo was 
right, however, when he insisted while 
on his deathbed that no _ changes 
should be made. For if the cupola 
stands intact today, 400 years later, 
above the City of Popes, it is only 
because incessant vigilance, worry and 
anxiety and repair gangs have fol- 
lowed each other on the roof of St. 
Peter’s throughout the four centuries 
of its existence.

But, 
it must be confessed, there are some 
pregnant reasons for taking such ac- 
tion and withdrawing association with 
a project that appears to them, after 
fhany years of anxiety and hope, to 
have been so woefully mismanaged and 
involved in insolvency and chaos. 

The pride of the old veterans and 
their children has been stung by the 
bickerings, stubbornness and failures 
of the memorial managers up to date.

From the columns of The New Yorker one finds an interest- 
ing discussion of the wrestling game which has taken New York 
(and suburbs as far south as Atlanta) by storm as they say. 

Morris Markey interviewed Jack Curley, the veteran wres- 
tling promoter, w ho has been connected with the grappling busi- 
ness since it was rated the lowest form of sport. 


The New Yorker writer goes on: 

Not the least interesting of all the minor phenomena produced 
by the current fashion of wrestling is the universal discussion as 
to the honesty of the matches. And certainly the most interest- 
ing phase of this discussion is the unanimous agreement: “Who 
cares if they're fixed or not—the show is good.” 

I asked Curley whether his matches were on the level. He did 
not answer warmly, for he is not given to quick enthusiasms or 
resentments. In fact, he did not answer directly at all. He simply 
drew out a schedule. 

“Look,” he said amiably, ‘“‘I knew as early as January that we 
were in for a big year, and I. knew we could probably go into a 
summer season with matches in the ball parks. But you have to 
have a big show for a ball park because there are a lot of seats. 
I should have been cooking up something special for an outdoor 
entertainment, with lots of ballyhoo. ' 

“Well, you see what happened. I work along with Shikat and 
Londos, figuring they are the best draw I’ve got. What happens? 
Londos beats McMillen, and then McMillen comes along and 
knocks off Shikat for me. That finishes Shikat for a match with 
Londos.

NEW YORK, April 26.—(N (ANA) 
Further heaviness in the stock mar- 
ket on Saturday continued to reflect 
the expectation of the Street . that 
there is more bad news to come. The 
suspense attending the possibility of 
uvfavorable stories stimulated further 
selling of stocks, especially of those 
issues in which more necessitous sell- 
ing is expected to come. New low 
figures for this movement and, in 
some instances, the lowest in more 
than two years were recorded in the 
decline. 

Railroad shares, which on Friday 
showed improvement in prices due to 
compulsory short covering growing 
out of a brokerage house failure, 
were freely offered at the short Satur- 
day session and lost all of Friday’s 
advance, in a few instances something 
additional. This was - particularly 
true of Atchison, which closed with 
a net loss of more than 6 points. 

The heaviness of the rajls undoubt- 
edly was aggravated by the fact that 
the first 24 railroads to report earn- 
ings for March showed a decline of 
15.2 per cent’ in gross and a con- 
traction of 16.5 per cent in net in- 
come compared with the same months 
a year ago. 

Republic Iron & Steel shares were 
in constant supply throughout the 
Saturday session and the Street re- 
called that certain interests, large 
holders of these stocks, had defied the 
powers that be in the fight over the 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube Company. 
AMUSEMENT STOCKS HEAVY. 

Continued pressure appeared in the 
amusement. stocks, most of which 
touched new low levels, Fox Film 
and General Theaters Equipment at- 
tracted attention with their low fig- 
ures.

DULLNESS MARKS. 
COTTON TRADING 


NEW ORLEANS, April 26.—(/)-- 

The cotton market during the past 
week was characterized -mainly by 
moderate trading, and comparatively 
narrow, day- to-day fluctuations, ‘The

Despite 
the frequent excursions of the gov- 
ernment into the capital market this 
year with the exception of ous long- 
term bond issue, ‘its funds have been 
obtained in short-term obligations 
that have no effect on the bond mar- 
ket, Investment bankers have noted 
an increased demand for governments 
which is ascribed in some quarters 
to the. uncertainty about the outlook 
for loans that, although sound. are 
loss free from risk.

seleetive character and is governed by 
political and economic deveio oments 
both in Latin Amermica and Europe. 

Various interpretations were placed 
on the reduction of the bill-buying 
rate by the federal reserve. Some 
bankers suggested that it was prompt- 
ed by the resumption of the flow -f 
gold from Paris to New York but in 
bond circles it was hailed as another 
step in the centra] bank’s policy of 
doing everything within its power to 
aid the development of a broad mar- 
ket for fixed income obligations. 

The reduction of the buying rate to 
the lowest level in history tends to 
increase the spread between the re- 
turn on time deposits and investments.

BANKING SURVEY 
UF U.9. GUMPLETE 


—_ 


NEW YORK, April 26.—(/)—A 
study of the banking situation in the 
United States has led the American 
Bankers’ Association’s economic policy 
commissien to conclude that “the-ma- 
jor correction is to be worked out 
within banking itself along lines of 
good bank management rather than 
through any drastic legislative meas- 
ures,” it reported today. 

Making public the first section of a 
study undertaken for the bankers’ as- 
sociation, the commission headed by 
R. S. Hecht, president of the Hibernia 
Bank & Trust. Cempany, of New Or- 
leans, made the encouraging state- 
ment that the situation has taken a 
distinct change for the better since the 
first of the year, justifying confidence 
that the worst is over. It added that 
the drastic process of bank suspen- 
sions has relieved banking of the great 
bulk of its weak institutions. 

In support of this statement, the 
commission called attention fo the 
sharp drop in the monthly total of 
bank failures, from 344 in December 
to 78 in February, a drop of 77 per 
cent. 

Analyzing the statug of the 1,345 
banks with deposits of $868,000,000 
that suspended permanently or tem-| 
porarily in 1930, the commission found 
that in general no specific type of in- 
stitution was entirely immune. The 
determining factor, it found, was uni- 
versally the type of management, not 
the kind of organization.

It has been fre- 
quently. observed of late that most 
conimodities are around levels at 
which further drastic drops are ex- 
tremely unlikely, although no ¢om- 
plete reversal of the trend can be 
expected with general industrial ac- 
tivity at such low levels. 


COTTON GOODS SALES 


NEW YORK, April 26.—Our sales 
show a gain this week. They are 


vious three weeks and are back on a 
level with our sales for the last two 
weeks in March. 

There has, however, been no par~ 
ticular change im market conditions. 
There are some large quantities of 
print cloths wanted, but the mneces- 
sity to buy has not been great enough 
to lead buyers to do more than put 
in bids under the market. Goods have 
continued to come out from second- 
hands at concessions occasionally 
some first-hands meet these prices. 
These concessions have not been war- 
ranted by the statistical position of 
print cloths, in fact, there seems very 
little excuse for them, For the last 
three weeks business has been very 
quiet and print cloth sales consider- 
ably less than production, yet the 
stock on hand today is less than it 
was the. first of the month and, as a 
matter of fact, has gone steadily 
down week after week since the first 
of the year, so that it stands today 
in the wide print cloth group at less 


tween five and one-half and six 
weeks’ production sold ahead. 

In the face of such figures it does 
seem as if the only excuse for somé 
of the recent selling could bé found 
in the unfavorable stock market sit- 
uation and the pessimism so wide- 
spread over the cotton acreage reduc- 
tion and the probable value of cot- 
ton in the autumn. 

In our opiriion, the present is one 
of those times calling for a little 
backbone regarding prices, and this 
poliey would do more to encourage 
the placing of actual business than 
the recent course of the market has 
done. For our own part, we have de- 
clined to considera large volume of 
print cloth” business at prices which 
we do not <a warranted under 
existing conditi and which cer- 
tainly could show no profit to the 
mills. We canpot help but feel that 
within the next™30 days we are bound 
to see some little price improvement. 

Sheetings continue dull, but there 
is just a trifle better inquiry for 
drills. Most of the print cloth in- 
quiries confinue to be for prompt or 
early delivery, but many of the sheet- 
ing inquiries coming in are for deliv- 
ery during the third quarter of the 
year or even later. Requests for de- 
layed deliveries are very few but an- 
ticipations are being very frequently 
asked for and it is these anticipations 
against open orders that have been 
reducing the print cloth stoeks week 
after week for the last three weeks in 
spite of the lack of fresh sales.—
